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During a recent Sociology field trip to the State House in 
Boston, I had the opportunity to interview the state Attorney- 
General, Edward J. McCormack. 


Mr. McCormack is a candidate for the U. S. Senate, opposing 
Edward (Ted) Kennedy for the Democratic Party nomination. 


During the interview, I asked Mr. McCormack what he 
thought the issues of the campaign would be. He told me he be- 
lieved the main issue would be experience; who can best serve Mas- 
sachusetts. He also added he was confident he would win his 
party's nomination. 

I, too, am confident he will win the nomination, for he is 
without a doubt the better qualified candidate. A quick glance at 
the respective candidates may help reveal the reasons. 


Mr. McCormack served on the Boston City Council from 
1953-1958, and served as Council President during 1956. In Sep- 
tember, 1958, he was selected by the Massachusetts Legislature to 
complete the un-expired term of the late George Fingold as At- 
torney-General of Massachusetts. 


He was elected for a two-year term as Attorney-General in 
1958 and re-elected in 1960 for the same office, receiving the high- 
est plurality of any candidate for the office of Attorney-General. 

He is a member of the National Association of Attorneys 
General, and was elected by his Democratic and Republican col- 
leagues as chairman of the Eastern Conference and to the National 
Executive Committee of the Association. 


Compare his background with that of his opponent Edward 
(Ted) Kennedy. Mr. Kennedy has served as Assistant District 
Attorney in Suffolk County and that is the total of his public 


service. Need I say more?

THROUGH A GLASS DARKLY— 
The latest Igmar Bergman. Beauti- 
fully photographed and superbly set, 
this is a fine motion picture. Four 
members of an unhappy family go 
down hill together. This is a heart- 
breaking theme, although it does 
seem to improve slightly toward the 
end. Mr. Bergman always turns out 
superior pictures, and this is no ex- 
ception. 

PURPLE NOON — Just as we 
have some pretty fixed ideas about 
the French and the way they act, 
the French seem to have a few about 
us. This is a French film about some 
Americans in Italy. One is a mur- 
derer and two are murdered. The 
picture is well photographed, but 
that’s about all. 

ALL FALL DOWN — An all- 
star cast, including Karl Malden, Eva 
Marie Saint and Warren Beatty, and 
superb direction have failed to sal- 
vage this film. It has been accurate- 
ly deseribed as a ‘‘peep-show of 
sadism.’’ It has no plot, no point, 
and very little excuse for ever hav- 
ing been filmed. 

COUNTERFEIT TRAITOR — In 
the case of this film, the truth is 
stranger and more exciting than fic- 
tion. 

An American businessman whose 
firm operates in neutral Switzer- 
land during World War II is per- 
suaded by the U. 8. Government to 
become a counter spy. So suecess- 
fully staged is his apparent defection 
to the German cause that he loses 
both wife and friends. He is aided 
in his attempt to tap the till of Axis 
information by the wife of a Ger- 
man general. He also becomes per- 
sonally involved with her and it is 
this adulterous union which causes 
the most dramatic punch of the 
story. The woman stricken with re- 
morse, seeks absolution of her sin 
by confessing the whole story to a 
priest. Her stark terror, at discover- 
ing that she has confessed, not to 
a priest, but to an 8. S. trooper, is 
chilling.
